If the re- 
treat from Caporetto is insiifficient to teach us, we 
are indeed hopeless and deserve what we most 
certainly will get.

We know there is a great deal of Bolshevist so- 
cialism which lends itself there as elsewhere to 
the German interests: We know there is a sinister 
tendency in clerical politics which is susceptible 
to Austrian influence.
